To  Establishment  Of  Christian  Life  Commission 


ships.  They  began  to  meet  this 
need  in  1908  by  organizing  with¬ 
in  the  Convention  a  Standing 
Committee  on  Temperance. 

In  1913  they  recognized  the 
growth  of  other  social  evils,  and 
organized  the  Social  Service 
Commission.  Thus  social  ser¬ 


vice  and  temperance  became 
the  sounding-boards  of  an  awak¬ 
ening  social  conscience  among 
Southern  Baptiste. 

In  1993  the  name  of  the  So¬ 
cial  Service  Commission  was 
changed  to  the  Christian  Life 
Commission.  This  change  was 


made  in  order  to  emphasise  the 
fact  that  moral  end  social  rela¬ 
tionships  are  a  vital  part  of 
Christian  life.  Both  the  Old  and

No  Religion  Seen 
At  Soviet  Exhibit 


NEW  YORK  (RNS) — Visitors 
to  the  Soviet  Exhibition  at  the 
Coliseum  continue  to  note,  but 
not  with  surprise,  the  conspi¬ 
cuous  absence  of  any  reference 
to  the  place  that  religion  still 
holds— according  to  the  testi¬ 
monies  of  Western  church  men 
who  have  visited  the  USSR— In 
the  lives  of  millions  of  Russians. 

It  has  been  generally  conced¬ 
ed  that  the  exhibition  fully  con¬ 
firms  the  giant  strides  the  So¬ 
viets  have  made  In  scientific 
and  technological  fields.  The 
display  of  consumer  production, 
although  far  less  Impressive,  Is 
regarded- at  least  as  a  clear  In¬ 
dication  that  Russians,  like  Am¬ 
ericans,  have  a -yearning  for  the 
good  things  of  life.  But  if  there 
is  a  yearning  among  them  also 
for  religion  it  is  simply  ignored 
in  the  Soviet  show.  This  is  an  ex¬ 
hibition  of  exclusively  material¬ 
istic'  emphasis,  even  though 
there  are  a  few  Items  of  inciden¬ 
tal  religious  interest

In  Paris  we  saw  the  rushing  lines  of  traffic  and  the  con-  ! 
tinuous  throngs  of  people  on  the  streets.  A  small  group  of 
ua  stood  in  the  railroad  station  late  at  night  and  watched 
the  thousands  of  people  streaming  forth  from  the  trains, 
rushing  like  ants  leaving  a  disturbed  ant  hill. 

In  Paris.  Athens,  Madrid  and  other  cities,  we  marveled.  * 
at  the  large  numbers  who  were  leisurely  sipping  their  cof¬ 
fee  at  sidewalk  cafes,  watching  the  sidewalk  crowds  stroll 
by.  In  Athens  there  were  literally  thousands  sitting  in  the 
parks  at  midnight.  Damascus  Resounds  with  the  din  of  the 
crowds  in  the  bazaar. 

Everywhere  in  these  lands  the  traveler  is  also  impres¬ 
sed  with  the  vast  amount  of  residential  construction.  In 
almost  every  metropolitan  center  there  are  large  areas  cov- 
ered  with  new  apartment  buildings.  Population  growth  is 

everywhere 

Looking  upon  all  of  this  one  remembers  over  and  over 
the  words  concerning  Jesus  “But  when  He  saw  the  multi¬ 
tudes,  He  was  moved  with  compassion  on  them,  because 
they  fainted,  and  were  scattered  abroad,  as  sheep  having 
no  shepherd.”
